THE GOLD RESERVE. 


It Was $98,008,886 at the Olese of 
Business Saturday. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—The true amount 
of the gold reserve at the close of business 
to-day was $93,008,886, a net gain for the 
day of $208,087. Of this amount about $23,- 
000 was deposited in the Sub-Treasury at 
Philadelphia, $50,000 in Chicago, $35,000. in 
St. Louis, about $25,000 at the several assay 
Offices and the balance in smaller accounts 
at other Sub-Treasuries. In nearly every 
case silver certificates of small denomina- 
tions were asked for and received in ex- 
change for the gold. The present situation 
as to gold withdrawals, as viewed at the 
Treasury Department, is more hopeful 
than at any time within the last several 
weeks, and, in the opinion of many, the 
reduction in the rate of sterling exchange, 
the cessation of withdrawals for export! 
and the apparently increasing willingness 
of banks to exchange gold for non-legal 
tenders clearly indicates a return to nor- 
mal conditions and a turn in the tide of

(LONDON, Oct. 5.—During the first part 
of this week the weather here and through- 
out Great Britain generally was so hot that 
King Thama, the visiting African potentate, 
who has taken the place of Nazrula Khan 
as the foreign attraction of the moment, 
was completely prostrated. It is true that 
the dusky king was handicapped by a frock 
coat, tall hat, high collar and other such 
trappings of European fashion, and it is 
believed -that had he been on his native 
heath it would have taken many more 
degrees of heat to knock him out. But the 
fact remains that his African majesty suc- 
cumbed for a period to the heat of old 
London, Of course there are unkind people 
who hint that possibly the festive nature of.

The warm wave, however, suddenly sub-

The Terrible Experience of Aeronaut

native tongue of Jesus has at last been 
found—the greatest Biblical treasure that 
has been discovered.in centuries. 

This is probably the oldest authentic rec- 
ords of the doings and sayings of the Sa- 
viour. It was written within fifty years 
of the death of the last of the Apostles—as 
near to the time of Christ as we to-day are 
to the time of Washington. 

The Gospels of the Bible are from the 


Greek manuscripts. Christ, however, ad- so) 


dressed the multitude and talkéd with his 
disciples in Syriac, the native tongue he 
learned at his mother’s knee. 

And then,.for the first time, the Christian 
‘world has the history of the Savior told in 
the very words he used—the inflection, the 
spelling, the precise shades of meaning. 
Written in the native language of Palestine, 
this aged manuscript is more valuable 
than the Greek translations, which are the 
accepted gospels of Christianity. . 

It is not strange, therefore, that students 
of the bible, Greek and Syriac scholars and 
historians have turned with feverish ex- 
citement to this totally unexpected treas- 
ure of sacred history. But almost as re- 
markable as the discovery of the manu- 
ecript is the extraordinary story of how it

(to whom was betrothed the Virgin Mary) 
begat Jesus, who is called Christ.”’

This Syriac manusctfipt, the oldest authentic 
record of the Gospels, here makes a state- 
ment contained in none of the other and 
later documents. 

The story of the finding of this ancient

‘In the remote and almost inaccessible 
monastery of Saint Catherine; which the 
mperor Justinian caused to erected in 
the sixth century upon the site of some of 
the most astonishing miracles, two nine 
teenth century women with a snap-sh 
Camera ask for a look at the musty docu- 
ments with which the cellar is stored. The 
monks can scarcely believe their eyes when 
they learn that these two women. m@gde the 
hazardous journey across the desert on 
dromedaries to t their musty tombs.

What, it is asked, may not here be dis- 
covered? It is known, that autograph let- 
ters of Christ were at one time in nye eg 
If an authentic record of the Gos com- 
ing down to fifty years of the last of the 
Apostles is now found at this place, may not 
the very letters which Jesus wrote here 
be found? : 

Eusebius declares that he found in the 
archives of Edessa a letter of Abgarus to 
Jesus and a reply by our Lord. usebius 
says that he translated thiscorrespondence. 

These letters may have been in time re- 
moved to the Monastery of St. Catherine, 
on Mount Sinai, which was built by the 
Emperor Justinian 600 years later ag a fort- 
nee place for the protection of holy’ rec- 
orads. 

It has even been suggested that a record 
of his life and mission from the hand of 
the Savior might here be fotind. BHichhorn 
and other authorities, comparing the four 
Gospels and weighing their differences and 
identities, the one part with the other, be- 
lieve that there was an origina! Gospel now 
lost.

IN THE COURTS NOW. 


A Case Involving the Affairs of the 
Chicago & St. Louis Electric. 


A $200,000 damage suit was filed in Chi- 
cago Friday in the United States Circuit 
Court against Henry L. Turner by James 
L. Blair and Charles Hoyle of this city. 


The Claim is the result of the formation 
of the Chicago and St. Louis Electric Rail- 
way, and is based upon an alleged non- 
payment for services rendered the defend- 
ant in the consummation of a deal between 
the defendant and Wellington Adams and 
the railway com These services were 
performed by Hoyle and the claim was as- 
signed to Mr. Biair for the former’s pro- 
tection. 

AWith the declaration there was submit- 
ted a contract, by the terms of which the 
defendant bound himself to cause to be sold 
for $200,000 the bonds of the company on or 
before March 5, 189. The plaintiff was to 
receive from Turner $40,000 as soon as the 
deal should be closed and certificates for 
15,000 shares of the capital stock of the com- 
pany, valued at $40,000. The date of his 
contract was Sept. 

The plaintiff alleges that the term of the 
contract have not been kept as agreed, and 
hence the suit.

them, Heinrich von Sybel, had to lay 
down the pen amid Germany’s commemo- 
ration of the period, the complete ac- 
count of which should have been the 
crowning effort of his career. 

VON SYBEL WAS WRITING HISTORY. 

The Ist of August called away this deep 
scholar and brilliant writer from his un- 
finished life work, “The Foundation of 
the German Empire,” after having pub- 
lished only a few months ago its seventh 
volume. Born in 1817, Germany neverthe- 
less has to lament his death as a prema- 
ture one, as he seemed not only willing, 
but also sufficiently equipped to equal in 
work as well as in age his two great col- 
leagues and friends, Leopold von Ranke 
and George Bancroft, who both wrote his- 
tory up to their nineties. 

The most rematkable coincidence with 
regard to the great historian’s recent de- 
mise and the moment at.which he had to 
drop the pen, is to be feund in the fact 
of his having just reached the account of 
the. very events the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of which his countrymen were begin- 
ning to celebrate so effusively. His last 
volume describes nearly from hour to hour 
and in a most minute and drastic way 
all the actions and proceedings which led 
to the outbreak of the Franco-German war, 


words, “And now they went to war— 
France for an old preponderance, Germany 
for her young existence!”’ 

As the author- had unrestrained ac 
to the archives of the State, his statements 
were long ago recognized as the most 
authentic, and, were it not for the ab- 
solute independence of the dead writer, 
even offici ones. And for this reason 
alone his readers and students en- 
joy so much mere the one special feature 
of his last volume, on which we shall dwell 
here somewhat more explicitly and more 
in detail; namely, the way in which the 
great German scholar and patriot, in this 
very legacy of his professionat activity, has 
exercised that most sublime of al) privi- 
leges, lifting the mere chronicler and an- 
nalist to the historian’s high office—justice 
and impartiality towards an enemy. 
HIS GRATITUDE TOWARD BUGENIE. 

According to tradition, never doubted, 
and to assumption, never earnestly de- 
nied, it has been taken so far for granted 
by both French and German pom nee 
that no one single person had done so muc 
to stir up and bring forth the great war 
of 1870 as the Empress Bugenie. In the 
in nearly all 
historical writing about the Franco-Ger- 
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‘in the July issue of Germany’s foremost 


This version now has been contradicted 
by Herr von Sybel in his account of the 
history preceding the outbreak of the war 
whenever an opportunity was offered to 
do it. And with such an earnestness and 
50 much vigor it was done that, in spite of 
the high respect enjoyed by him as a 
scholarly and patriotic authority, not only 
doubts and mild exceptions concerning this 
one point were heard but even open contra- 
dictions and strong refutations were raised 
by many critics relative to the last vol- 
ume of the “‘Foundation of the German 
Empire.”’ 

The consequence was that the vener- 
able historian saw himself compelled to 
explain his point of view respecting this 
matter once more in a special essay printed 


historical magazine, the Historische Zeit- 
schrift. And as this was the very last thing 
published by the great German historian, 
his word commands so much more consider- 
ation from the fact that a very unfortunate 
and deeply afflicted woman will be benefited 
by it in her lonesome old age. 

But as there was a time, very well remem- 
bered still, when this self-same dethroned 
and distressed aged woman was a blooming, 
bewitching and mighty Empress, eveh our 
historian,after the lapse of twenty-five years 
and more, deems it necessary to enter at the 
very beginning of his essay a protest 
against the assumption that any kind of per- 
sonal reminiscence or personal influence 
whatever might have dictated his vindica- 
tion of Eugenie of France. 

“T have n blamed,” Herr von Sybel 
says, “for having dealt too leniently with 
the tmpress in. my. book. I could not name 
any reason for doing so, as I never had the 
honor of any personal relation to that high 
lady, having seen her only once, and even 
then but slightly. I have nothing in my 
mind but the duty of the historian not to 
utter a sentence of cOndemnation of an 
action or of a person before the accusation 
against them should be verified by conclu- 
sive proof.”’ 

Then he refers to the well-know history 
of the earlier married life of the Empress, 
which was an exceedingly happy one, It 
was the time when her profligate husband 
was really in love with her, when she not 
onily gave to the Second Empire an heit 
but was also by her teminine dexterity the 
ruemtns Empress of the imperial household, 
as well as of the fashion of all France, 
then still synonymous with the whole world. 
Even gruff Bismarck rege abag A from his 
first official visit. to is tn a Geclured 
that among all the beautiful things seen 
by him in the third Napoleon's Paris, the 
prize of beauty had to fall to Napoleon's 
wife, a judgment which received some years 
later an unconditional indorsement by that 
same Crown Prince—Frederick William of 
Prussia—who was destined In 1870 to be th 
first one to shatter at Woerth the th 
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It was not until 1864 that Napoleon III., 
after different minor escapades, hushed up 
always adroitly enough, fell in the nets of 
that professional Parisian courtesan, Mar- 
guerite Bellanger, to whom the publicity 
of her great conquest was of still more 
value than the rain of imperial gold show- 
ered into the lap of the modern Danae. 
All Paris knew of the scandal—the Em- 
press as the last one. ‘And then," Prof. 
Von Sybel says, “all the impulsive pride 
of her Castilian blood rose to its full height. 
She revolted first and then succumbed. 
Seized by a heavy prostration of nerves, 
she hurried away from Paris, and en- 
forced at last from the frightened but not 
reformed Emperor the permission to leave 
France for a prolonged stay at the waters 
of Schwalbach. It is easily understood 
what a stir was caused in Hurope by the 
domestic quarrel ff so high standing a 
couple, and how many mediators hastened 
from al) sides to offer their good services 
for the healing of the break. And as Eu- 
genie’s heart was drawn powerfully back 
to her adored son, then a beautiful and 
hopeful boy of 8 and the heir of an im- 
perial crown, a kind of reconciliation was 
really perfected. But it was then, return- 
ing to Paris, that she said sadly to her old 
friend, Prosper Merimee: ‘Yes, here I am 
again. But there is no Eugenie any more— 
there is but an Empress at this court!’ " 

From that time, it is true, the Empress 
took more and more to politics, but—as 
our German authority adds—not so much 
for mere ambition as out of consideration 
for her son’s future. Besides that, Herr 
Von Sybel concedes, her Catholic ortho- 
doxy might have made her more easily 
sensitive to certain influences from that 
side than was desirable. 

AS HEAD OF THE WAR PARTY. 

After the war between Prussia and Aus- 
tria in 1866,ousting the latter from Germany 
and creating in the “North German Alili- 
ance” the nucleus of the coming “United 
Germany,” the Empress found herself again 
between two conflicting influences, as the 
Emperor was then already a sick and tired 
man, perfectly satisfied to have in Rouwher 
a Prime Minister who was “Vice Emperor’ 
not only by nickname. And both Emperor 
and Vice peror wished peace, for both 
knew only too well what an enemy in Prus- 
sia and the new North German Confedera- 
had to contend with, and what 
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statesman intimately acquainted with her 
for years, who said: ‘She cértainly did not 
instigate the war or even favor it at any 
time, but neither Gid she at the same time 
everything in her power to prevent it.” And 
another standard witness, a German ob- 
server, who also for years enjoyed the privi- 
lege of close personal relation to her, as- 
sured me that the Empress, intimidated by 
the prophet of evil, Gramont, and his ac- 
complices, yielded solely to the desire of 
securing the shaken throne to her son by 
not opposing to the utmost the war which 
she, from a woman's instinct, feared and 
abhorred not less than her hus 

other reasons.” 

AS TO HER FAMOUS REMARK. 

And then coming to that notorious ex- 
clamation, ascribed so tenaciously to Eu- 
ie of France that has found since then 
place among the French historical words 
ides the “Apres nous le deluge!" of Mme. 
de Pompadour, or the Duchess of Polignac’s 
advice, “‘to give cakes to the starving Paris- 
ians if there was no bread at hand ‘for 
them,’’ the German historian continues: 

“And now above all to that of her words, 
a thousand times quoted and as often bit- 
terly reproached: ‘C’est ma guerre—ma 
petite guerre—la erre a-moi! (This is 
my war—my little war—my own war.) 
Friends and adversaries have argued about 
the ambition and the political voblitions of 
the later years of Eugenie’s power. But 
all of them agree that besides a good deal 
of natura] kindness she has mn always 
ossessed of common sense, tact and 
judgment. And in spite of this we are 
asked to believe without a moment’s hesita- 
tion that she has introduced herself to her 
own time, as to all times to come, at the 
very outbreak of the most terrible war of 
nations, with the absurdity of such an in- 
sipid brag! She herself has always denied 
it. Her lady in waiting, Carette, and like 
her, the excellent researcher, Girandeau, 
has branded it as an infamous invention.

The burial was accomplished with great 
pomp and cerémony. This, with the mum- 
mification and all funeral paraphernalia, 
involved the expenditure of much money, 
sometimes exceeding the sum of $100,000. 
The ‘bull was then carried to the sacred 
serapeum, where he Was deposited in a 
solid polished stone sarcophagus and placed 
ih a separate arched chamber. specially pre- 
pared for his reception. 

The precise date of the death of the three 
bulls: in the New York collection is not 
known. There was neither tablet nor in- 
scription found with them. They probably 
are of the ptolemaic period, The Teuabe in 
Searching for relics and jéwelry have dis- 
arranged the cerements and bandages. Not- 
withstandling the rough handling and the 
vicissitudes they had to undergo in crossing 
the Atlantic, the relics are in a compara- 
tively good condition. 

The three Apis bulls in the museum of the 
New York Historical Society were procured 
by the late Dr. Henry Abbott in 1846. It is 
to be regretted that, for want of space in 
the society's present museum, proper ac- 
commodations for these hu

NEW YORE’S THEATERS. 


Gossip of the New and Old Plays at the 
‘Dramatic Hub. 
Spectal Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
NDW YORK, Oct. 4—The theaters are in 
full blast and everything is moving along 
smoothly. The Irving Place Theater was 
the only one to “open” its season this week, 


and. as that was with a German company in 
opera it hardly counts with theigeneral pub- 
lic. Five houses. will ¢hange their plays 
next week, and the week after two more 
will change. Those indefinitely continued, 
which means that they are doing too well 
to change, are ‘The soner of Zenda, 
at the Lyceum; ‘“The Capitol,” Gus Thomas 
piece, at the Standard; ‘The Sporting Duch- 
ess,”".at the Academy of Music; “The 
Great Diamond Robbery,” at the Amert- 
; “The gg Parisians,”’ at Hoyt’s, and 
Widew Jones” at the Bijou. . 
America” has left the Madison 
Square Garden for the road. That is one 
of the most unique and enjoyable “shows” 
of the season. It is Nate Saulsbury’s varia- 
tion of his ““‘Wild West,’’ done in black; 
that is, it reproduces to a greater or less 
extent the South “before the war,’’ so 
far as the singing and the social exercises 
and amusements of the negro are concerned. 
Fancy hundreds of them, the field hands 
and the house servants of a great planta- 
tion turned loose on a stage and organized 
into sections, and you have “Black Ameri- 
ca.”" There are the old songs, the cake 
walk, the revival meeting, the banjo, tam- 
bourine and bones, the quaint and soul- 
stirring dances, and: all the antics and 
grotesqueness of the unadulterated Ethio- 
pian turned loose for the edification of the 
tator To most it is a revelation; to 
those more blige ge in youth it is a de- 
lightful recalling of well remembered pleas- 
ures of ‘younger days. In the far North, 
and.especially in this‘ section, it is some- 
thing. altogether new; they never dreamed 
of the like, except as dimly hinted at 
through the negro minstrel. To the South- 
erner it is a reminder of the magnolia and 
the festoons’ of Spanish moss’ and the land 
of cane and cotton. To be sure there is 
here and there a trifie too much of the 
artistic that has detracted from the true 
gold of nature, but enough of nature is 
still left with which to work a Season of en- 
joyment. When they reach St. Louis, if 
they get so far, there might be an introduc- 
tion of the songs of the river, the chants of 
the roustabout as he was a generation ago, 
that would make a~-most -interesting -and 
novel feature, and one with peculiar local 
color. Doubtless the lévee could furnish 
“artists” in plenty even now, if needed— 
recruits a the old Anchor Line.

ATLANTA,. Ga., Oct. 3.—Fatima . was 
at the height of her contortions in. the 
muscle dance in the weird Httle thea- 
ter on the ~- streets of Cairo.

Back in the rear an old fat negress, 
who had washed in clothes for the family 
of some Georgia colonel before the war, 
was looking on in amazed astonishment, 
her eyeballs fairly shining out through the 
darkness.

A Chinaman wandered in from the village 
which is called here Chinatown. He was 
one of the leaders of the village, one of the 
men whom n Lam has been praising as 
upright and Christian. He slipped into a 
front seat where the bald heads sat and 
began grinning at Fatima. As her contor- 
tions increased in intensity his grunts of 
approval or disapproval grew louder. The 
Georgia editors were there that day and the 
hysterics of the old negro mammy and the 
grunts of the Chinese grew so demonstra- 
tive that they joined in the noise. 

Fatima thought the Chinaman was re- 
sponsible for it all, He kept his glassy eye 
upon her, and she was mad. Suddenly he 
stopped, walked up to the front where the 
footlights are, and let fall a real, juicy 
Oriental oath.

Mr. Emile Karst of St. Louis ranks de- 
servedly high among local composers, and 
his works have also received flattering rec- 
ognition in other cities of this country and 
Europe. 

The first really important musical ‘work 
brought out in this city from the pen of a 
St. Louisan was his cantata “Hiawatha,” 
a tone painting for orchestra and solo voices. 
This wes during the Fair week of 1858, the 
first year and the’opening of our Agricul- 
tural Fair. The solo artists were among 
the best in the musical world. Mr. William 
Robyn led the orchestra. Mr. Franz Staab 
of Chicago was the pianist. The work was 


*performed during the-week and gave uni- 
versal satisfaction to the musicians as well 
as to the audience. The soloists were: Miss 
Louise Tourny, soprano; Mrs. Mina Tourny- 
Karst, contralto; Mr. E. Debrinay, from 
the New Orleans Opera, tenor; Mr. Philip 
Rohr, from Philadelphia, basso. 

One of the orchestra numbers, a wedding 
dance, was especially successful. It was 
performed lately by the Belleville Philhar- 
monic Society, with great perfection, and 
to the delight of a large audience. 

The unequivocal musical success of this 
first work of some twenty numbers led Mr. 
Karst to write for the service of the Cath- 
olic Church. A number of works were pro- 
duced, both for soprano, contralto and tenor 
solo voices, with organ accompaniment and 
violin obligato, which were the delight of 
“the cOugregttions of St. Xavter, St. John's 
and Holy Angels. ‘Then folowed several 


baritone and bass Offertory pieces that are } 


sung in all the, Catholic churches of this 
country and in Evrope. The choir of St. 
Matthew in Washington, said to be one of 
the best choirs in the United States, has 
taken special pains to bring out in the great- 
est perfection Mr. Karst’s church compo- 
sitione. He wrote a number of baritone 
solos especially for L. E. Gannon, their 
musical director and one of the best bari- 
tones in this country. -At a visit made in 
Washington a few years since the choir sang 
the “‘Pater Noster,’’ written for them,a tenor 
sOlo after the Gregorian manner; with female 
chorus, male chorus and mixed chorus and 
organ. On the same occaston Mr. Gannon

In the days of the old Philharmonic Mr. 
Karst wrote several grand concert arias for 
those two incomparably beautiful voices— 
many maintain the finest ever heard in St. 
Louis—namely, Miss Celeste Bogy, later on 
Mrs. Eugene Karst, and Mrs. George I. 
Barnett, who sang these works under the 
direction of Mr. Sobolewski and the Phil- 
harmonic orchestra. When the Philhar- 
monic retired, not having any longer the ad- 
vantage of their admirable orchestra, Mr. 
Karst wrote many concert arias and con- 
cert ballads for the various voices, with 
_— accompaniment, some with violin obli- 
gato. 

A “Tantum Ergo,” dedicated to the ven- 
erable and venerated Archbishop Kenrick, 
has been warmly praised. 

Among the earlier compositions of Mr. 
Karst was an “O Salutaris,” for soprano 
or tenor, with organ accompaniment and 
violin obligate, which Mr. Reeves, a brother 
of Sims Reeves, who was living in St. Lou's 
in the fifties,used to sing with special de- 
light, and in the greatest perfection.

JUMPED OVERBOARD AT SEA. 

The steamship Peshawur was on her voy- 
age from Aden to Suez, steaming eleven and 
a half knots an hour, in a strong head wind 
and a moderately high sea, when a Lascar . 
fell overboard. Capt. 8S. W. Dickens, a 
passenger, at once jumped overboard to the 
rescue of the man, After securing a life- 
buoy, subsequently thrown, he swam w:th 
it to the Lascar, and with this help sup- 
ported the man above water for seventeen 
minutes until picked up by a boat. They ; 
were then one and a half miles from the 
ship. The silver medal was unanimotsly 
voted to Capt. Dickens, to which was added | 
later the Stamhope gold medal, awarded by | 
the General Court. 

A SKATING RESCUE: 

John R. Patchell was skating with a party | 
of ladies on Simmon’s Lake, Dungannon, , 
Ireland. The ice gave way, and Mr. Pat- 
chell became immersed in twenty feet’ of 
water 150 yards from shore. He remained . 
under the ice for a short time and finally | 
succeeded in breaking it above him, but 
could only keep his head above water, as in 
every effort he made to assist himself by 
leaning on the ice it gave way. — | 

Miss Margaret Long c»urageously skated 
up to the edge of the hoje, threw herself 
flat on the ice and, after undoing her cloak, 
handed the end of it to Mr. Patchell. She 
managed to retain hold of the other end 
of the garment and thus kept him above 
water until help arrived. The silver medal 
was awarded to Miss Long and bronze med- 
als to Messrs. Smith and Hart, who ren- 
dered gallant assistance. : 

A soldier named Burton was bathing In 
the River Ravi, at Shapur, Punjab. He 
appears to have got into a whirlpool and 
was being carried under by the current | 
when Private Charles Summerfield plunged 
in to his assistance and seized hold of him. 
He, however, failed to rescue him as the 
current carried them both under water, | 
and to save his own life he was obliged | 
to relinguish his grasp and Burton was | 
drowned. The river at this place is ten 
feet deep close to the banks and dangerous. 
Summerfield risked his own life in the at- 
tempt, for which he received the silver med- 
al of the society. 

IN A SHARK NEIGHBORHOOD. 

Two of Her Majesty’s ships, the Philo- 
mel and the Widgeon, were anchored off 
Zanzibar. About 8:30 p. m. a boat from the 
latter came alongside the Philomel, having 
for its ocupants two men, one of whom, 
Patrick Kenny, when standing up in the 
boat lost his balance and fell over the 
stern into the water. Charles J. Perry, 
who was doing duty as corporal of the 
gangway, looked over the _ side and saw 
something white drifting astern and was 
told that a man had fallen overboard. 
Without waiting to divest himself of any 
clothing he jumped overboard and endeav- 
or to reach the man, who was sinking 
under the ship’s counter. 

At the first attempt he was not suc- 
cessful, but on diving a second time he 
reached the man and brought him to the 
gangway, supporting him until a rope was 
passed, which he fastened around Kenny, 
who was then hoisted on board. The dan- 
ger incurred in this rescue was great, ow- 
ing to the presence of sharks. The night 
was very dark and ‘there was a strong tide 
running at the time, with a choppy sea. 
Perry got the society’s silver medal. 

A schooner, during a heavy gale grounded 
near the east end af Nova Scotia. Rufus 
Parks stripped off his clothes and swam 
ashore, losing the use of one of his legs in 
so doing. He then obtained some planks, 
hammer and nails, mended a dory and went 
to the rescue of his comrades single-han#ed, 
The men on shore helped him launch’ the 
small boat, but refugbed to go with him, 
Parks made four successful trips from the 

hore to the vessel, after being twice thrown 
tanto the sea by the boat capsizing. The 
silver medal was: voted to him. 

RESCUED IN .THE NORTH RIVER. 

During the Columbian celebration H. M. 8. 
Blake was moored in the North River, when 
a boat capsized alongside the ship and its 
occupants were thrown into the water, 
There was a strong tide running, between 
four and five knots an hour, and there 
were numerous small steamboats about, 
all moving ahead in order to keep abreast 
of the Blake. Seaman Robert Harvard, see- 
ing a boy drowning, at once jumped over- 
board from the skid — a height of 
thirty feet, swam to the lad and held him 
up for a time, but some other person, who 
had also been an occupant of the capsized 
boat, caught the seaman by the leg and 
pulled him under the surf causing Har- 
vard to let go his hold of the y- He, how- 
ever, again swam tothe assistance, 
dived and succeeded in sa him. The 
silver medal was Le 4 ie 2 

Two boats were caught in @ squall and 
capsized in the Sound of Vatersay, Scot- 
land, between Barra, and Vatersay, and 
about thirty yards from the re. e 
occupants, three fishermen, were unable to 
swim, but they managed to clamber on to 
one of the upturned ts. Roderick Mc- 
Dougall, a lad of 19, stripped, swam out to 
them, and attempted to tow the boat and 
men to shore; falling to do this he attempted 
to get a rope from the boat to his friends on 
the shore, but found it too short for his 
purpose.. He then returned to the boat 
with a knife, dived under it, and detached a 
sufficient length of line, which he brought to. 
the shore, leaving one end at the boat. By 
his direction each man sé | of the.
